Forest   Insects   and   Insect  Control 

A  survey  of  the   Insect  infestation  in  the   lodgopoie  pine  areas 
of   the   upper  basin  of  the  Madison  river  was  completed  jeptemoer  26th. 
Vory   little  evidence  of  sawfly  work  was  found  bat  the  neodletyer  has 
caused  about   the  saas  amount  of  damage  as  last  year.     Larpe  numbers 
of  the  worms  are  ^olng  to  the  ground  where   they  will  spend  the  winter 
in  toe  chrysalis  stage  just  under   t.ie   top  layer  of  old  needles. 

During  the  past  three  years  about  8o,000  acres  of  lodgepole 
has  oeen  more  or   loss  infested  by  the  needletyer.     About  34»000  acres 
of  this  is  in  the  Yellowstone  National  park  and  46 ,000  acres  in  the 
Jladison  National  Forest.       Practically  all   of  the   timber  on  4,480 
acres  in  the  Park  and  7,680  acres  in  the  Forest  is   dead  while   that 
on  8,960  acres  in  the  park  and  10t88o  acres  in  the   sorest  has  been 
severely  defoliated  and  probably  will  die.     The  remainder  of  the 
80 f 000  acres  is  in   fair   to  &ood  condition  and  should  recover  unless 
again  defoliated  in   the  future. 

▲  small  but  active  barkbeetle  infestation  has  been   dis- 
covered in  the  whitebark  pine  at    the  i!t.  Tashaurn  danger  Station  in 
unraven  pass.     Fourteen  green  infested  trees  *ere   found  and  twenty- 
eight  red  topped  abandoned  ones.     ?he  mountain  pino  beetle   ( or ndroc tonus 
mont3colae)    is   the   depredator.     The   Infested   trees  will  be    treated  this 
fall    jy   felling  and  burning.

Special  wild  animal  patrols  becaras  effective  along  the  east 
In  oooacUries  on  September  l'th,  which  was  the  opening  date  of 
tne   oig  gam  hunting  season  in  Wyoming.     The  oojects  and  purposes  of 
these  patrols  are   to  provide  full  and  couplets  protection  to  all  wild 
eniasUs  within  the  park,   to  prevent   trespasses  by  hunters  on  park 
lands  and   to  cooperate  with  the  Forest  service  and   the  state  Game 
Department  of   yyoming  in  the  enforcement  of  the  Forest  service 
regulations  and  the  game  laws  of  the  state  at  points  adjacent  to 
the  park  ooundariee. 

the  hunting  aeason  in  Montana  oegins  octooer  l^th  and  ends 
Daoeober  20th  requiring  constant  patrols  along  the  north  and  west 
ooundaries,  and  park  rangers  assigned  to  these  special  patrols  will 
cooperate  with  the  Forest  Service  and   the    ,tate  oamo   Department  of 
Montana  in  all  matters  relating  to  law  enforcement  as  indicated  in 
the  preceding  paragraph.     Long  hours  of  exacting  duties  will 
cnaracterise   the  daily  routine  of  all  park  rangers  during  the  course 
of  the  hunting  season.

CIRCULAR  NO.    U« 


All  circulars  now  outstanding  with   reference   to   the  duties  of 
the  Assistant   Superintendents  are  modified  as  follows: 

On  and  after   this  date   tne  Steward  and  Master   of  Transportation 
will  have  charge   of  all  property  belonging  to   the   Government   in  Yellowstone 
National  pari  wherever   situated  except  in  the  Superintendent's  office   and 
the  museum  and   information  office.  He  will  have    full  power  to   inventory, 
store   and  care   for  all    such  Government  property  hereby  placed  under  his  con- 
trol.    At   this   time   it   ..ill  not  je  necessary  for  him  to    taxe  any  action  .vith 
reference   to   the  property  belonging  to  the  sanitation  and  plumbing  department 
except    to  cooperate   .vith   the  master  plumber   in   tiie    taking  of  accurate   inven- 
tories. 

As   to  the  property  belonging  to   the  mechanical  department  he  will 
confer  at   once  with  th£  m  aster  mechanic  and  plan  two   different  methods   of 
s  oring  and  handling  material,  equipment  and  supplies  belonging  to   this  de- 
partment. He  will  endeavor   to  develop  a  plan  whereby  this  property  may  be 
kept   in  the    shops   in  bins,    on  shelves  and   in  other  appropriate  places  which 
may   be    securely  locked  from  the   general  public   or  from  other  employees. 

He  will  also  plan  a  system  for  caring  for  this  property  in  the 
general  commissary,  both  plans  to  be  submitted  to  me  not  later  than.  October 
l^th. 

■ 

At   the   termination  of  the  services  of  the  motorcycle  mechanic   the 
motorcycles  will  be   securely   stored   in  the  commissary,    together  with  all   spare 
parts  and   tools.     This  will  be  done   in  order  to  place   the  motorcycle   shop  at 
the  disposal  of  the  master  mechanic  during  the  winter  months. 

The   steward  and  master   of  transportation  will  cooperate  withaall 
department  heads   to  the   ond  that    the  care   of  property   shall  be  made  more  and 
more  efficient,    that  the   best   possiole  uses  will  be  made   of  all   equipment, 
material  and   supplies  snd   that  no  new  property  will  be   purchased  unless 
absolutely  necessary  in   the  absence   of  existing  property. 

The    steward  and  master   of  transportation  will  hereafter,   or   until 

furtner  notice,     report  directly   to   the   superintendent   of   the   park  and  to   the 

acting  superintendent   in  his  absence.
